National Guard and his radar observer were killed Wednes- 
day in what may have been an act of heroism when their F89- 
D bcorpion jet fighter crashed into a work ship in fog-shroud- 
ed Milwaukee haijbor.

Gov. Nelson gagged a little, but he has 


signed into law the so-called "full crew" 
bill that has been demanded by the rail- 
road unions in the state for the last decade 
and which preceding Republican governors 
have had the good sense to veto.

The regents of the state colleges, after 


holding1 an executive meeting closed to 
press and public, announced that they 
would continue negotiations with the at- 
torneys of Dr. George Ball to reach a 
financial settlement so they would neither 
have to rehire or rehear the discharged 
teacher as instructed by the Wisconsin 
Supreme Court. In so doing, the board 
gives the impression that it is unsure of 
its ground in upholding Dr. Ball's dismissal 
in the first place. 


When Dr. Ball was discharged 
by 


President ^lim Dan Hill of Wisconsin State 
college at Superior, he requested a hearing 
according to his statutory rights. The 
Board of Regents, after a hearing which 
seemed to be as much a trial of Dr. Hill 
as of Dr. Ball, upheld the firing. 
The 


statute dealing with the hearing does not 
specify any regulations but only that the 
decision of the board shall then be final. 


However, Dr. Ball appealed to a Dane 


county court and the judge ruled that the 
hearing should have been conducted ac- 
cording to a different statute. The Supreme 
Court upheld the judge and further con- 
fused the issue by throwing in something 
about a breach of "academic freedom" 
which seemed to indicate that a teacher 
has a right, under academic freedom, to 
conduct his duties ineptly and to plot to 
oust the administration. 


The regents, in indicating that they

Nel- 
son's reputation just now needs is a couple 
of resounding vetoes to refresh the mem- 
ory of the special interests that he was 
elected to serve all the people. 


might work out a cash settlement which 
would involve some payments to Dr. Ball 
to ease the difference between his salary 
at Superior and that he is now receiving 
in another state, are simply putting off 
the problem of authority to another time. 
The Supreme Court has ruled that other 
statutes than that directly involved with 
the state colleges must be followed in con- 
ducting a hearing. But the vagueness of 
some of the statements leave entirely up 
in the air exactly what constitutes negli- 
gent behavior for which a teacher with 
tenure may be discharged. Attorney Gen- 
eral John Reynolds showed the danger in 
the present lack of conclusion when he 
snapped up the "academic freedom" issue 
as a political gimmick. 


Teachers in the state colleges, as well 


as the presidents, are now completely up 
in the air as to what is expected of them 
or how far their authority reaches. The 
board's authority is in doubt. There is 
even confusion as to whether the colleges 
are operated for the benefit of the teach- 
ing staffs or to offer educational oppor- 
tunities to students in Wisconsin. 


The regents owe it to the public to hold 


another hearing, following every statute 
the courts mentioned, and then to decide 
whether to uphold Dr. Ball's dismissal. 
Buying him off merely puts off the prob- 
lem, 
indicates the regents are in doubt 


themselves, and is unfair to everyone in- 
volved, particularly Dr. Ball and Dr. Hill. 


Gov. Nelson and Urban Progress 


Our Madison correspondent has noted 


recently the changed orientation of the 
legislature, in historical perspective, on 
the problems of urban growth and de- 
velopment. 


We believe there ought to be a footnote 


to the story in Ihe way of acknowledge- 
ment of the valuable contribution made by 
Gov. Nelson to that significant adjustment 
of legislative psychology — or as some 
would put it. legislative prejudice. 


In the field of annexation law. for 


example, the legislature consented to an 
alternative method of area enlargement 
for cities that is far from radical and per- 
haps still restrictive when compared to 
some of the enactments in other states, 
but which would have been joked out of 
the legislative chambers if introduced only 
half a dozen years ago.

The legislature also improved the laws 


on governmental consolidations and in- 
corporations, in a way that would have 
been scorned a decade earlier, and renewed 


the machinery for a continuing study of 
urban problems by an interim committee. 
In the new department of economic re- 
sources measure, meanwhile, there is 
authorization for explicit planning and 
consultative services to urban localities 
that seek such assistance. 


None of this is revolutionary. None of 


(his would offend any citizen of Wisconsin, 
wherever he lives, who has even a cursory 
knowledge of the vast and rapid changes 
in our population distribution in the state 
and the prospects for even more important 
migrations in the decades ahead. 


But for anyone who has observed legis- 


lative politics over a representative period 
it is little short of astonishing, for it comes 
in a capitol where the rural town political 
interest used to be hailed as the voice of 
the multitude and where city spokesmen 
raised their protests in abject 
futility 


during succeeding legislative sittings. 


These changes reflect in part the gov-
